Kansas AACT-Fest Entries Due by February 15 
Make plans now for your community theatre to enter the 1999 
Kansas AACT-Fest, to be held March 12 - 14, on the campus 
of Fort Hays University, in Hays. Lloyd Frerer, Festival Chair- 
man, is working hard on making all the arrangements for our 
conference, so you know it'll be a great weekend. 

AACT-Fest Entry Requirements 
Performing companies have a maximum of 10 minutes to set- 
up, 60 minutes to perform, and 10 minutes to strike. 
Technical components of the production must store within 100 
sq. feet (10x10.) The production may be a one-act play, or a 
cutting or complete act of a full-length play, as long as the 
producing company obtains written permission for the cutting. 
It is recommended that productions be no longer than 55 min- 
utes, to allow time for audience response. 
To enter, submit the entry fee of $55 (only $35 if you're a 
member of AACT!) the title of your entry and the name of 
your organization's contact person to: AKT, P.O. Box 1251, 
Salina, Ks. 67402-1251. Entries must be received by Feb- 
ruary 15, 1999. Upon receipt of your entry, you will be sent 
an information packet. Each production must provide: proof 
of performance rights, proof of payment of royalty for festi- 
val performance, and 4 copies of performance script (please 
do not photocopy without proper permission.) For more in- 
formation, please write or call AKT. 


AACT-Fest/AKT Conference in Hays, March 12 - 14 


Mark your calendars now and make plans to attend AACT- 
Fest '99 at the annual AKT Conference March 12 - 14 in Hays, 
Kansas. Held on the campus of Fort Hays State University, 
AACT-Fest '99 will showcase Kansas community theatres in 

a one-act play competition to represent Kansas at the regional 
* level in April. The annual AKT conference will also include 
a variety of workshop topics, an afterglow (sort of like a state- 
wide cast party) Friday and Saturday evenings and an awards 
luncheon on Sunday. 

Variety of Workshops for All 

The conference will offer workshops for educators, directors 
and managers, volunteers and actors. Dee Hansen, Connie 
Burkett and Pam Jones will lead teacher inservice workshops 
in arts assessment, arts advocacy, and using drama as a 
teaching tool. These workshops will qualify for continuing 
education credits towards state recertification. 
Two workshops are offered for theatre managers and directors: 
"How the Good Guys Win (or How to Get Your Board to Do 
What You Want)" presented by Ellen Morgan, Exec. Dir. of 
ACAAK (Assoc. of Community Arts Agencies of Kansas) and 
Fund-raising for Your Theatre, presented by Twink Lynch, 
Exec. Director of Topeka Civic Theatre. TCT has nearly 
completed a capital fund drive of over $5 million! 
Actors and directors can learn about Stage Combat from 
Michael Spicer, Managing Artistic Director at SCT who will 
complete his requirements for certification as an actor 
combatant this summer. We're also working to arrange a 
website development seminar through Netspace Internet 
Services. These great workshops are another reason to attend 
AKT in Hays this coming March! 


AACT-Fest Competition Highlight of Conference 
The state community theatre play festival is the main 
conference activity this year. There will be an excellent 
representation of Kansas theatre. The plays are adjudicated 
by three theatre professionals in open sessions after each 
performance. The winner will represent Kansas at the AACT 
Region V Festival in Chanute, Ks. April 8 - 11! The other 
states in Region V are Iowa, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
North Dakota and South Dakota. 

As if the finest Kansas community theatres have to offer isn't 
enough, there are quite a few other attractions in and around 
Hays as well. The Sternberg Museum of Natural History, on 
the FHSU campus, is celebrating its grand reopening. The 
museum has long been known for its outstanding fossils, many 
of which have never been displayed.

The Kansas team 
members are now available to provide training for other 
educators who seek to advance standards-based arts instruction 
and improve students' achievement in the arts. They will 
present an Arts Assessment Workshop at the AKT Conference 
in March.
